— A row 
was precipitated in the senate pro­ 
hibition committee hearing

when Chairman Harreld, dry, serv­ 
ed notice that the prohibition

closed with seven hours and 13 min­ 
utes more of testimony. 
The committee, he 
said, 
would 
make no further investigation on its 
own initiative, whereupon the wets 
contended that they were being de­ 
prived of 2 Y2 hours of their rem ain­ 
ing time. 
Harreld said the drys 
had 
one 
hour and 13 minutes and would he 
given three hours additional. 
Despite the fact th a t 
the 
wets 
have 2 hours and 30 
minutes 
re­ 
maining, they announced th at they 
had closed their case, Harreld said, 
so they will he allowed only three 
hours in all. 
Senator Reed, democrat, Missouri, 
wet, protested that this gave 
the 
drys 2 Vi hours more than the wets 
hut he was ruled down. 
Reed at one point protested that 
he was not on either side of the cas'# 
The erow-d laughed. 
“ My statem ent may arouse 
the 
laughter of fanatics and fools,” Reed 
said, “but we intend to decide this 
case on facts, not on prejudices, and 
you can take that with my compli­ 
ments.” 
The committee agreed to let May­ 
or William Dever of Chicago appear 
for the wets when the drys should 
have finished their I hour and 13 
minutes direct examination. 
The first witness was E. C. Din- 
widdy, superintendent of the' JfcJaMeiG. 
a1 Temperance Bureau, Washington*; 
who said no one would contend that 
there has been IOO per cent enforce­ 
ment of the law, yet results Were en­ 
couraging. 
Dinwiddy said that w-hat prohibi­ 
tion needed was adequate equipment 
for enforcement and adequate court 
facilities. 
Legislation of beer and 
wines would offer no solution, hut 
add to the difficulties of 
enforce­ 
ment, he said. 
“ The uprising that forced 
adop­ 
tion of the 18th amendment would 
hp but a mild zephyr compared with 
the storm of protest which 
would 
sweep the country if you were 
to 
adopt the proposal for government 
dispensation of liquor, he said. 
Wets called William Dever, mayor 
of Chicago. 
“ It’s time the truth was told about 
Chicago,” said Dever. 
“ I am here 
not for the wets or drys, but I wish 
to deny statem ents made by District 
Attorney Olson against city officials 
when he testifid before the commit­ 
tee. 
“Any man who says there 
were 
5,000 stills operating 
in 
Chicago 
with knowledge of the police is m ak­ 
ing a charge that is not correct. Do 
you think that I or the man that I 
have been working with would sell 
out the city to bootleggers and beer 
runners? 
“ We are trying to do our duty in 
Chicago. 
There w-ere operating in 
Chicago from 15,000 to 20,000 places 
openly with no pretense 
to 
close 
them when I came in. 
“I put 17 bootlegging places out 
of business within a few blocks of 
my own neighborhood. 
“I asked Mr. OlBon to help me be­ 
cause I know the power of federal 
courts was infinitely greater 
than 
the state courts, bcause of politics. 
Mr. Olson did 
not 
respond 
as 
I 
thought he ought to respond, so I 
told him ‘very well, I will 
go 
to 
W ashington and lay these facts be­ 
fore President Coolidge,’ and imme­ 
diately he responded. 
“ When I went into office 15 brew­ 
eries were operating with the 
co­ 
operation of the Chicago police, cor­ 
rupting the whole police force.
